Prussels, (vin London), Aug. 13 — 
An officlil] communication issued to- 
day confirms yesterday's success of 
the Relglan troops over the Germans 
at Haelen. 

It. says the German casualties were 
very heavy; three-fifths of thelr troops 
engaged in the encounter being killed 
or wounded. The Belgian casualties 
are reported as relatively small,

Accused of Pillaging Villages

DEFENDERS ARE FIGHTING 


AT A GREAT DISADVANTAGE | 


Compelled to Expose Them- 
selves in Ordinary Uniforms 
Some of Which Brilliant 


Brussels, Aug. 12 (via London, 4.30) 
Yesterday for the first time German 
prisoners were seen here. They were 
young officers with spiked helmets 
covered with brown Holland cloth to 
render them less conspicuous, The Bel- 
gians fight at a disadvantage as they 
are compelled to expose themselves tn 
their ordinary uniforms some of which 
especially those of the cavalry are bril- 
liantly colored while the Germans of 
all rank are a grey field uniform which 
easily melts into the greys and browns 
of roads and stubble fields, 

The Belgian authorities are preserv- 
ing well the secret of the operations of 
military. A member of the Cham- 
ber of deputies sald yesterday that 
even he and his colelagues were ignor- 
ant of such matters as the whereabouts 
of army headquarters, 

King Albert passed through Louvain 
yesterday afternoon In @ travel-stained 
automobile. He was dressed in a gen- 
eral’s uniform and almost — escaped 
recognition as he was without escort. 
Ifarrowing stories continue to be told 
of German brutality. They are ac- 
cused of burning and pillaging villages 


and of shooting villagers without 
provocation, It is said that whenever 
German cavalry enters a town they 


first make for the municipal treasury 
and then for the banks taking whatever 
cash they can find. 

Another official communication to- 
day says: “The Belgian cavalry divi- 
sion this morning took up the offen- 
sive against the Germans who were 
defeated in yesterday's battle at Haelen 
with the object, it is said, of picking 
up the dead and wounded and collect- 
ing the abandoned material of war. 


Citizens’ Day at the Fair 


lHeaes Cannonading Heard off Dover in the English Channel—Swiss Re- 


ports Indicate Terrible Slaughter Near Mulhausen—Heavy En- 
gagement in Progress at Limburn. 


Paris, Aug. 13.—The official declaration of war by France on Austria- 
Hungary was made public here today. 

london, Aug. 13.—It is officially announced that a state of war has 
existed between Great Britain and Austria-Hungary since midnight. 

German Advance Checked. 

Brussels—(via Paris)—Aug. 13.—Belgian and French trocps have et- 
fected a junction south of Brussels, The German advance in Belgian pro- 
vinces of Limburg and Brabant has been checked. The Germans are bring- 
ing up heavy artillery against Liege. 

Greatest Encounter in History. 

London, Aug. 13.—The first encounters in the greatest battle in history 
seems to be taking place along nearly the whole front of 200 miles. The 
German concentration along the Liege-Luxemberg-Metz route now seems 
to be complete and 15 army corps with t woAustrians corps are in Belgium 
or within striking distance of the French frontier. The total strength of this 
force is estimated at 1,000,000 men, with 700,000 infantry, 50,000 cavalry, 
4,000 field guns and Howitzers, and 1,200 machine guns. 


Situation Complicated by New Declarations. 

London, Aug. 13.—The war of nations of Europe today became further complicated with the for- 
mal declaration of war on Austria-Hungary by Great Britain. The strength of the British fleet in tho 
Mediterranean is unknown as no movements of warships have been made public since the first outbreak 
of hostilities. It is known, however, that France has the bulk of her fleet in the Mediterranean sea and 
no apprehension exists here to the safety of trade route through that sea now that it seems certain that 
the German cruisers Goeben and Breslau are out of action. 


SEA LANES OPEN TO TRADERS. 

The official bureau here, describing today the disposition of British cruisers in the Atlantic and else- 
where, expressly urges traders of all nations doing business with Great Britain to send their cargoes con- 
fidently and boldly to sea in British or neutrai ships in all directions except the North Sea where, owing 

|to mines and the probability of naval operations, no guarantee can yet be given although, as announced 
| yesterday, passenger services are again running. 

On the sea the report of the safe arrival in the Dardanelles of the German cruisers Gocben and 
Breslau has led to rumors of their probable dismantling until the end of the war. In the north Atlantic 

| although Rear-Admiral Cradock has declared it ‘‘clear of German cruisers as far south as Trinidad,” 
the French liner Rochambeau which was to leave yesterday with French reservists was held in New York 
by orders from France. In the North sea which the British government says may be strewn with mines, 
the main squadrons of British battleships are still out but their positions are not publicly known. 
Neither is the location of the main German fleet. 


HEAVY CANNONADING IN THE CHANNEL. 
Reports from Dover at the eastern entrance to the English channel say heavy cannonading lasting an 
| hour was heard this morning coming from the direction of the North sea. The Austro-Hungarian flect 
is said to be in the Adriatic where it was recently occupied in blockading the Montenegrin coast. 
. The British squadron in the Mediterranean is strong and has the support there of almost the entire 
renc eet. 


HEAVY ARTILLERY DIRECTED AGAINST LIEGE. 

In the field of land operations little change has occurred since yesterday. The struggle for the pos- 
session of the Belgian forts surrounding Liege has recommenced and reports of artillery and cavalry en- 
gagements are taken as indicating the possible beginning of a great battle on Belgian soil. The bulk 
of the German forces is believed to be concentrated, on the frontier between Liege and Duchy of Lux- 
emburg. This leads to the conclusion that Germany’s frontier facing Kussia car: be only lightly regarded. 
Belgian reports assert that a strong force of German cavalry supported by infantry and artillery after 
severe fighting around Haelen was thrown back towards Liege by a Belgian cavalry with infantrty and 
artillery. 

HEAVY GERMAN CASUALTIES. 

The German killed and wounded are said to have numbered three-fifths of the 5,000 men engaged 
while those of the Belgians are reported “‘relatively”’ light. The French foreign minister denies a Ger- 
man report of the capture by Germans of a French infantry regiment near Briey, Maerthe-Et-Moselle. 

FRENCH REVERSES IN ALSACE, 

Berlin, Aug. 13.—(By direct wireless from Nauen, Germany, to the Goldschmid Wireless com- 
pany’s station at Tuckerton, N.J.)—The German troops took 120 French officers and 1,110 French 
soldiers prisoners in the fighting at Aulsausen, Alsace. They also captured four French cannon. Another 
1,000 French officers and men were taken prisoners by the Germans in the fort near Longwy. German

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ATTENDANCE ON FARMERS’ 
DAY REACHES 12,000 AND 
SURPASSES 1915 FIGURES 


Thousands of Farmers see Edmonton’s Splendid 1914 Fair—Beautiful Weather Brings Out Large 
Crowd and Whole Day Passes Off Without a Hitch—eceipts on Wednesday Totalled $6,727 
—Prospects are that Management Will be Able to “Break Even.” 


Twelve thousand people attended the Edmonton Exhibition on Wednesday (Farmer’s Day) the 
attendance easily outdistancing that for the corresponding day last year, when it rained most of the 
day. Apart from the little showers at the opening of the fair on Tuesday the weather this year has 
been most kind so far and the prospects now are that, notwithstanding the war and financial conditions, 
the Exhibition management will break even on the receipts and expenditures, The receipts yesterday 
exceeded those for the corresponding day last year, amounting to $6,727.65.

A Splendid Day. 

With the sun shining brilliantly from a cloudless blue sky there was no indication at the fair yes- 
terday of any general depression. Thousands of people—farmers and their families—came in from 
the surrounding country on special trains and at once headed for the exhibition grounds. All day large 
numbers of people were to be seen visiting the sheds where the livestock exhibits are housed and the 
grandstand was more than half filled during the whole afternoon. A good sized crowd also thronged the 
enclosure, watching the various race events. In the evening there was a splendid program and only 
a few of the reserved seats were unoccupied, while all the general admission seats were crowded. Every- 
thing passed off smoothly all day and while perhaps everybody seemed a little more “sober” than usual, 
ehere was no lack of gaiety and good humor. The midway had its throng of patrons all day and in the 
evening did a rush business. 

The large crowd on the grand stand was very enthusiastic last night over the musical ride, the 
military tattoo and the fireworks. Everybody was greatly delighted with the splendid device in col- 
ored fireworks depicting the Union Jack and Stars and Stripes entwined with the motto “One Hun- 
dred Years of Peace,” and the maple leaf and beaver. The evening performance started promptly on 
time and was over shortly after 10 o'clock, enabling the visitors to get home in good time. The folk 
dances by children and the clever acts in the vaudeville provoked strong admiration. 

The judging of the light horse classes before the grandstand in the afternoon and the trials of the 
hunters over hurdles were popular features, and th keen competition between a number of local ex- 
hibitors aroused gencral interest. Highland Laddie, W. J. Magrath’s horse, was again successful in the 
saddle classes. Another successful horse was Paddy Perry shown by Charles Deady, Counte de Roaldes 
and L. V, Kerr, of Regina, were other successful exhibitors. The pony classes were followed closely and 
the victory of Richard Secord’s Dandy was popular, Lochyran Princess, Mrs, Charles Deady’s horse 
was again among the winners, in harness classes.

The results of the judging in grains, grasses, vegetables, etc. were handed out at the close of Wed- 
nesday’s judging, This section of the show is very creditable, some splendid produce being shown.

There were some touching scenes as 
mothers and sweethearts took leave of 
the men. All the men bore themselves 
bravely and the remark was frequent- 
ly heard among the crowd of onlookers 
“that the Edmonton men should do the 
elty credit.” All are ex-service men, 
though some of them are quite young. 
The majority are old countrymen who 
have belonged to famous British regi- 
ments, ‘ncluding the Black Watch, 
Royal Horee Artillery, Welsh Fusiliers, 
Royal Scots and others. 

Captain McKinery, who has had

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THINK GERMAN 
FLEET TAKING 
THE OFFENSIVE

Probable Allied Armies of England, France 


and Belgium, are now in Death Grapple 
With Kaiser’s Army En-Route to Brus. 
sels. 


(Capital Leased Wire.) 

London, Aug. 13.—England today awaits news of great happen- 
ings at sea and on land where her forces and those of her allies are in 
contact with the enemy. Official information received here has led 
to the hope that the German fleet has taken the offensive. 

Everything points to the probability that the allied armies of 
England, France and Belgium are in a death grapple with the kaiser’s 
army of the Meuse which advanced from Liege in the direction of 
Brussels, 

The allied troops are believed to be at least equal in numbers to 
the German force and confidence is felt that they will be able, not 
merely to check, but to push back and perhaps smash the invading 
army. Should the event equal anticipation’the right wing of the huge 
line in which a million men are said to be stretched over a distance of 
150 miles will have been broken and rolled back, leaving the armies 
in Luxemburg and on the Moselle which are in daily outpost contact 
with the fortresses of Verdun, Nancy and Epinal. 

May Withdraw From Belgium. 

So serious does the German dilemma appear that it is said there 
is reason to believe that the kaiser’s troops will not even attempt to 
give battle in Belgium but will withdraw and fall back on the center 
of the line. 

The prospect of a sea fight is looked forward to calmly though 
there is no attempt to underrate the courage or fighting capacity of 
the German fleet. It is recognized that with powerful and num- 
erous squadrons of submarines and an aerial escort of Zeeppel bomb 
throwers, the German navy may, with luck on its side, counter- 
balance in a large measure the overwhelming numerical and gun pre- 
ponderance of British ships. 

Battle is Imminent. 

The silence of the admiralty, the repeated warnings to fisher- 
men and general feeling that Germany will attempt to strike at once 
on sea and land all lead to the belief that a battle is imminent in the 
North Sea. 

Englishmen inave lost none of their pride and confidence in their 
navy and are firm in the conviction that in gennery, seamanship 
and other qualities the British navy will maintain its traditional great- 
ness when it meets the German fleet. That there will be heavy losses 
in men and ships is expected but England is ready to pay the price of 


victory. ‘

In the interest of economy and to 
meet the demand for a rigid curtail- 
ment of expenses, the official axe fell 
with deadening force at the city hall 
yesterday afternoon when the board of 
commissioners decided on the dismts- 
sal of nearly 50 per cent. of the cleri- 
cal force in the Civie building and in 
the various departments of the city 
utilities, 

In every case where it has become 
necessary to do away with a position 
now occupied by a married man it has 
been the effort of the commissioners 
to place him in a position at present 
filled by an unmarried man, and in 
view of this very few unmarried men 
will be found at the desks in the city 
hall, or In fact in any department, 
except where particular skill or men- 
tal equipment is necessary, after the 
first of next month, In all cases where 
it has been deemed necessary to reduce 
the working ,taffs, preference in re- 
taining employes has been” given to 
those having persons dependent upon 
them. 

No changes or dismissals will be 
made in the city treasurer's office un- 
til the end of the month. 

In the commissioners’ office . the 
eight members of the clerical force 
have been advised that their services 
will not be required after July 81. In 
the city solicitor’s department two of 


the stenographers will be dispensed 
with. The chief janitor of the bulld- 


ing will, be dismissed. Two will be 
dropped from the city collector's staff, 
and it is probable that some dismis- 
sals will be made in the city clerk's of- 
fice. One of the stenographers In the 
industrial commissioner's office will be 
released and the secretary to the mayor 
will be dismissed after July $1, his du- 
tles being combined with that of one of 
the clerks in the office of the secre- 
tary of the commissioners. 

The position of inspector to the 
commissioners, which was created 
about two weeks ago, will be vacated 
at the end of the month. 

Commissioner tooth announced yes: 
terday that he had dismissed two in 
the office of the street department; 
eight fn the building Inspector's office 
and seven in the health office. Mr, 
Chalmers announced the dismissal of 
elght in the office of the electric light 
dgpartment and 10 In the office of the 
telephone service, and that at the 
close of exhibitlon week the force in 
the operating department of the street 
railway a large number of men would 
be laid off, 

In the stores and works the force has 
been materially decreased, both clerical 
and mechanical and the shops will be 
closed down completely. 

A great amount of the contract con- 
struction work for the city has been 
suspended, laying off several hundred 
men, including laborers, mechanics and 
artizans of every character,

The fowls are apparent- 
ly healthy und there jis nothing wrong 
with them, but in comparison to the 


pen of pure bred Plymouth Rocks next 
to them, they look like a different spe- 
cles of bird altogether The legend, 
Whee’ Xe Who runs nay read is: Pure 


bred puultry always bring top prices. 


Barnyard fowl require as much feed 
as purebred,” 
Sheep and Hogs. 
There is an example of the right 
kind of bacon hog and another exam- 
ple of the wrong kind, The former
